: the enfes, which were 4n shabby houses, Residents who received 
no rice ration beenuse they vere not attached to eny governmental ore. 
ganizetion had to live on one cr tv bowls of soup a day. The trans— 
portation of rice from cutside the city ws usually carried cut by 
vomen, children, and the aged, who hed no oth r way of obtaining rice 
than by per“orming this service, which was dangercus because of the 
frequent air attacks, They were ‘given « small part of the rice they 
carried into Pyonryang, Laborers mobilized for bridge and road repair 
work, hovever, received two rice balls during their daily ork. Such 
work vas usually done at nicht, unless there was urgent need for the 
repair, 


2, The public market in Pyongyang in July was closed curing the day and 

epened only in the svening, when vegetables, dried fish, rice, and other 
commodities were sold, The price of rice in Pyongyang in July was 3,006 
von per mal, about one end one-half times the peacetime price. Few could. 
efford to purchase rice, hovover, and berter exchanges between farmers aud 
‘their eustomers were frequent. Ever. the formers vorked at nisht, and they 
vere teld to be eareful about showing smoke from their chimneys, 
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Residents atinchad to no party or eavernmental oreantaaties: suffered 
frow warioue restrict‘ons, and even citizenship eee ae on or party
